Senator New declined the proposition. 
Probably Mr. Beveridge knew* very well 
in advance that his antagonist would de­ 
cline and his proposal was merely a politi­ 
cal manoeuver. Yet it may turn out to be a 
skilful and effective one, and it may also 
be an indication of how largely “Newber- 
ryism” is going to figure in many political 
contests in the near future. The Newberry 
scandal was not a merely transient sensa­ 
tion. It made a deep impression which will 
be a long while in wearing away. 
Mr. 
Beveridge is evidently making use of it in 
Indiana, and the chances are that in a num­ 
ber of other states, the same issue will be 
brought to the fore by candidates who can 
use it to their advantage. In fact, in Ten­ 
nessee Senator McKeller has already fol­ 
lowed Btveridge’s lead, and in Pennsylva­ 
nia there is much talk of a money scandal 
in connection with an alleged deal between 
Senator Crow and a certain wealthy Penn­ 
sylvanian with political ambitions who has 
been thinking of entering the primaries. 
The senate has often been called the “Mil­ 
lionaire Club/' When it admitted the cele­ 
brated millionaire from Michigan, it did 
something which gave various poor men 
who would like to be senators a better 
chance. 
It is likely that in several states 
wealthy men running for the senate will 
lose votes because of the wealthy Mr. New­ 
berry.

The surrogate took the ground that the jur­ 
ors in this case were “easily influenced by 
sympathy or prejudice0 and “materially 
affected by extraneous arguments.0 
He 
held further that juries In general are not 
competent to sit in will cases, arguing that I 
it is “extremely difficult for jurors to com-1 
prehend and apply the tests laid down fo r; 
the determination of probate issues." 
As to this last point, it may not be with-! 
out a good deal of force, but so long as the ! 
law continues to call for the use of juries 
in settling controversies of this kind i t ! 
would seem to be grossly unfair to compel 
jurors to sit, as in this case, for six weeks, 
attending upon the trial of a will case and 
then have their verdict set aside because 
the surrogate, or law officer presiding over 
the trial, disagrees with their finding. The 
trial just held was the second trial on this 
issue and the jurors, replying to the sur­ 
rogate’s criticisms in his decision, point out 
that in the first trial the jury decided the 
same way as in the second. 
Whether the average citizen, with no 
special training in the sifting of evidence, 
is capable of following intelligently a case 
which lasts six weeks, even if that case be 
not complicated, is a question. But it does 
look hard to take men away from their bus­ 
iness for a month and a half to serve as 
jurors and then, when they have completed 
their service and done as best they could 
what they were told to do, to set aside the 
result of their work on the ground that 
they were not fit for the duty required of 
them. Jurors thus treated would be lack­ 
ing in self-respect if they did not show re­ 
sentment.

COLUMBIA. April 20 — Faculty 
members of the University 
or 
Mis­ 
souri will recommend to the board of 
curators that the university 
return 
to the two term plan, it was decided 
at a meeting 
here 
recently. 
The 
recommendation will be presented to 
the board by President J. C. Jones, 
The university is now being oper­ 
ated practically the entire year with 
a vacation period of about ten days 
beginning in the middle 
of August. 
The fall term opens 
with 
registra­ 
tion the latter part of August, clos­ 
ing just before the 
Christmas 
hoi!- 
days. 
The winter term opens 
De­ 
cember 31 each year 
and 
ends the 
latter part of April, being followed 
immediately by 
the 
spring-summer 
term lasting from 
April 
until Ati- 
j gust. 
The spring-summer term is divided 
into two halves and students may at­ 
tend both halves receiving full uni­ 
versity credit as in the winter 
or 
fall terms, or they may attend eight 
weeks of either half and be allowed 
half a term’s credit. 
The 
majority 
live in Columbia for two full terms 
I returning home in April. 
The three-term plan was inaugur­ 
ated by President A. Ross Hill in the 
J fall of 1918 and has been followed 
four years. 
President Jones says that the two- 
term plan could not be restored be­ 
fore January, 1923, even though 
the 
| board of curators acted favorably on 
j the faculty recommendation that it 
I be adopted, as the legislative appro­ 
priation of funds

was 
made for the three-term plan.
